The proposals by Supervisors 
James Slater and Frank Frost had 
the backing of Supervisor Charles F. 
Catterlin. 
But Supervisor Curtis Tunneil, of 
Santa Maria, long-time supporter of 
oil interests, said he “ could not vote 
for” the requests. 
Tunneil claimed that offshore oil 
drilling 
operations 
were 
less 
objectionable than many onshore 
operations allowed by the county. 
He felt offshore drilling “ should be 
encouraged, with stricter controls” 
and that slant drilling from ocean 
areas should be utilized to drain 
onshore oil pools, 
Tunnell’s 
arguments 
were 
countered by Frost. The newly- 
seated Santa Barbara supervisor, 
who 
lik e 
S la te r 
is 
an 
environmentalist, 
recalled 
to 
Tunneil that the Union Oil lease 
eruption four years ago in the 
channel had resulted in $30-million 
damage to the economy, and “ no oil 
engineer can guarantee this won’t 
happen again in the offshore areas.” 
• Tunneil was caustic about Clyde’s 
appointment, having jousted with 
the retired supervisor for years over 
environmental issues. 
Tunneil felt Clyde “ should clear 
his remarks with the board before 
making them at any oil hearing.” 
He also said he felt Clyde should 
“ give a listing of all his privately 
owned oil interests.” 
Other board members didn’t go 
along with this, and Tunneil dropped 
these proposals. 


Cut not 
expected to

Reagan favors cutting state income tax 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan favors cutting the 
state income tax temporarily by 20 
per cent and postponing a planned 
sales tax increase as the best way to 
eat up a colossal $852 million tax 
surplus. 


In addition, he is pushing for a 
permanent, but smaller income tax

surpluses. 


The one-time 20 per cent income 
tax reduction would take place next 


year. The governor is not yet certain 
how long a scheduled June 1 sales 
tax hike should be delayed. 
Reagan disclosed his thoughts on 
the

and 
answer 
session Monday with 26 high school 
students from Modesto. 


Aides were surprised the governor 
talked so freely with the students 
and cautioned newsmen no final 
decision had been reached. 
Finance Director Verne Orr said 
the governor will decide on a final 


proposal to send the legislature by 
the end of this week or early next. 
Reagan 
met 
for 
five 
hours 
Monday with fiscal advisers and his 
cabinet discussing how to spend the 
money stockpile. If not spent, it will 
grow to $852 million by the end of 
this fiscal year on June 30 and $1.1 
billion a year later. 
“ Basically, it should be given 
back to the people where it came 
from. The government has no right 
to the surplus,” Reagan told the 
students.

Richardson is new 
defense secretary

from the five services arrayé on 
grass freshly sprayed with green 
dye. 


A 19-gun salute, fired by the same 
black cannon that last week boomed 
a final farewell to Lyndon B. 
Johnson, reverberated across the 
Pentagon parade ground in the 25- 
degree weather. 
Richardson said nothing during 
the 
five-minute 
ceremony 
but 
looked ill at ease. At one point, he 
extended his hand toward the arch- 
backed generals and admirals of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, then withdrew 
it as he realized it was not yet time 
for handshakes. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Through 
diplomatic channels and in public 
statements, the United States is 
pressuring Hanoi to release a list of 
American prisoners of war held in 
Laos and to account for 56 other 
"known” POWs not included on the 
official Communist roster. 
The public pressure so far has 
been low key but clear. 
If the captives in Laos and the 
other 
56 
prisoners 
were 
acknowledged, 
defense 
officials 
believe, more than 100 names might 
be added to the official listing of 555 
living and 55 dead POWs given to 
U.S. diplomats at the cease-fire 
signing in Paris Saturday. 
The Pentagon first spoke out on 
the Laotian matter Sunday, calling 
the list handed over the day before 
"incomplete.” Defense Department 
spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim said 
Monday 
the 
question 
is 
being 
pursued 
through 
diplomatic 
channels in Paris, and the Pentagon 
expects to receive the missing list 
“ soon.” 
Friedheim also said a painstaking 
analysis of the Communist list had 
turned up the omission of 56 names 
of servicemen the Pentagon defi­ 
nitely considers POWs because of 
information put out earlier by the 
Communists themselves or received 
through intelligence channels. 
Some of these men appeared in 
POW propaganda photographs and 
movies 
from 
Hanoi 
or 
were 
mentioned in news dispatches filed 
by correspondents in the North 
Vietnamese capital. 
The Pentagon did not identify for 
newsmen the 56 men Friedheim 
referred to. At least 16 of them, 
however, 
have 
been 
previously 
identified officially or unofficially 
by defense officials. 
Two of them—Navy Lt. 
(jg) 
Waiter 0. Estes II of Williamston, 
Mich., and Navy Lt. I j.g. I James E. 
Teague of Harrisburg, Ark.—were 
among 14 the Pentagon described a 
year ago in a booklet entitled 
“ Hanoi Refuses to Disclose the Fate 
of These Men.”

Mrs. 
Rebecca 
L. 
Arendale hostage when she 
returned 


Bank 
o ffic ia ls 
said 
Arendale 
negotiated 
with 
the caller and agreed to 
leave $200,000, instead of the 
$300,000 
demanded, 
at 
a 
drop on a highway about 10 
miles east of Jackson. 
After 
notifying 
police, 
Marcum said Arendale put 
the money in a suitcase and 
dropped it at the specified 
location. 


Shortly after the ransom 
money 
was 
put 
on 
the 
roadside, 
a 
Highway 
Department 
maintenance 
worker, 
whom 
Marcum 
declined 
to 
id entify, 
happened along and picked 
up the suitcase. When he 
found 
money 
inside, 
the 
surprised worker turned the 
suitcase over to authorities 
and Arendale returned to his 
rambling, ranchstyle home 
in an affluent section of 
Northwest Jackson to await 
further instructions.

Marcum said, 
Mrs. Arendale had freed

More than half of the Senate's 100 
members have co-sponsored Ervin’s bill 
giving Congress a chance to vote approval 
or disapproval within 60 days of every 
presidential impoundment. Unless legisla­ 
tion 
sp e cifica lly 
supporting 
the 
impoundment were passed, the President 
would be obliged to spend the funds. 
Ralph Nader was the invited leadoff 
witness in support of Ervin’s proposal. 
The administration will give its views at 
hearings early in February. It opposes 
Ervin’s bill.

Red dye may be harmful 
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WASHINGTON ( U P I) - A controversial 
red dye. used in everything from lipstick to 
soft drinks and pill coatings, was under 
attack today from two fronts which claim 
it may 
represent a threat to human 
reproduction 


Consumer Reports Magazine in its new 
issue published a lengthy report on the 
substance —called Red Dye No. 2—and 
recommended that it be banned until a 
complete study can be made 


The recommendations came as the Food 
and Drug Administration began reviewing 


a petition from the Health Research Group 
of 
Washington, 
a 
Ralph Nader-backed 
organization which asked the FDA to stop 
certifying the substance. 
In both cases the critics cited studies 
which purported to show that animals fed 
the dye suffered impaired reproduction 
and increased infant mortality. 
Last July 4 the FDA proposed that limits 
be placed on the amount of dye in food 
products, and allowed a period of time for 
comment on the idea That time period

last September 
and 
no 
final 
decision has yet been announced

Johannesson appealed to the world Monday to help the 
homeess victims of the island volcano Helgafjell start a 
new life on the Iceland mainland. 
Johannesson told an emergency session of parliament 
that prefabricated houses and money were most needed. 
Meanwhile, on the island of Heimaey, salvage workers 
waded knee deep through mud, ducking falling ash, to save 
what belongings they could find in the homes of islanders 
who fled one week ago when the volcano erupted. 
The Helgafjell volcano there erupted last Tuesday after 
5,000 years and poured tons of lava and ash over homes, 
barns and farmland on the island that Iceland calls the 
center of its rich fishing industry. 
Johannesson said displaced islanders could move into 
new houses built in the scattered villages on Iceland's 
southwest coast although any islanders who want to return 
to Heimaey, located about 14 miles off the mainland, are 
free to do so when it is safe. 
During its emergency session, parliament accepted a 
government proposal to set up a 7man committee to 
coordinate aid and restoration work. Parliament also 
agreed to borrow $5 million from the Central Bank of 
Iceland for relief funds. 
While parliament was in session, Foreign Minister Einar 
Augustsson. just back from a trip to the United States, 
discussed different forms of aid with foreign ambassadors 
in Reykjavik. 


Two more killed 
in Ulster violence 


BELFAST ( UP I) — More shootings in and around Belfast 
late Monday left two persons dead, one of them a 14-year- 
old boy, and two others wounded. Police blamed the 
slayings on “homicidal maniacs.’’ 
Police said a gang, apparently picking their victims at 
random, murdered a service station attendant and the teen­ 
ager and critically wounded another teen-ager in Roman 
Catholic areas of Belfast. 
“ It was undoubtably the work of one gang of homicidal 
maniacs,'' a spokesman said Police said they believed the 
same car was used in both shootings. 
The 14-year-old boy and a 15-year-old companion were 
struck by machine gun bullets fired from a passing car as 
they stood on a street corner 
The service station attendant was a 22-year-old married 
man police said who was slain as he ran from a car that had 
stopped for gas. 
“ He must have recognized the men or seen one of them 
pulling a gun,'' a police spokesman said. 


Judge may consider 
new trial for Corona 


FA IRFIELD , Calif (UPI i—Convicted mass slayer Juan 
V. Corona's plea for a new trial was postponed for a week 
Monday by a judge who found “some significance” in the 
defense argument that a sheriff’s matron improperly 
discussed the case with a iuror. 


Superior Court Judge Richard E. Patton delayed the 
hearing to give the prosecution time to study Corona’s 14- 
page motion for a new trial 
The judge also announced that he would sentence Corona 
next Monday on 25 counts of first degree murder. The 
Mexican farm labor contractor faces life imprisonment, 
with possibility of parole after seven years. 


Patton said the allegations of jury tampering brought by 
defense attorney Richard Hawk had “some significance“ 
and had been widely publicized 
“I think they should be dealt with, to let this court and the 
public know what is in them or what is not in them.” the 
judge said. 
During 
the 
40-minute 
hearing 
at 
Solano 
County 
Courthouse, about 300 of Corona’s supporters, mostly 
Mexican-Americans, picketed outside, chanting slogans 
and carrying signs demanding “Justice for Ju an.” 
Hawk argued for a new trial on grounds Mrs. Naomi 
Underwood, a juror who held out alone for an innocent 
verdict for two days before joining the rest of the panel in a 
guilty vote, had been improperly influenced by county jail 
matron Mrs. Georgia Wallis. 
The defense lawyer said Mrs. Underwood, a 63-year-old 
widow from Vallejo, Calif, told him the matron said on the 
eve of the verdict that she would give the juror information 
“to ease your conscience’’ if she had second thoughts about 
finding Corona guilty.

Hanoi Radio said today the North Vietnamese 
Foreign Ministry has protested “ U.S. and Saigon 
government violations of the two-day-old cease-fire 
in South Vietnam. The broadcast followed Washington 
claims of strict U.S. adherence to the treaty.

(at 7 p.m EST Saturday >, the Saigon government still 
launched military operations into areas controlled by 
liberation forces," Hanoi Radio said 
The broadcast, monitored in Saigon, did not say to 
whom the protest, delivered Monday, was addressed

“ categorically carry out seriously the treaty" and 
said the Hanoi Foreign Ministry “ strongly denounces 
and severely condemns these actions by the U.S. and 
Saigon governments.” 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler told reporters 
Monday at the Florida White House that the United 
States is strictly adhering to the Vietnam cease-fire 
and expects the other signatories—South and North 


Vietnam and the Viet Cong—to do the same. He also 
said the administration is not surprised that fighting 
is still going on in Vietnam 
“ We are dealing with a number of units in a very 
large country that are in the process of standing 
down," Ziegler said “ We, of course, have stood down 
totally We expect the agreement to be adhered to. 
The Saigon command today reported continued 
fighting in the country, accusing the Communists of 
more than 700 ground attacks and shellings since the 
cease-fire took effect. A command spokesman said 
eight battles in the latest reporting period claimed 185 
men killed on both sides.

warplanes—including 
B52 
bombers—bombed both Cambodia and Laos Sunday 
and continued the bombing in Laos.

Fighting begins to 
taper off in Vietnam

today in the second full day 
of theVietnam cease.fire but 
military officers said it was 
too early to tell if the

The Saigon command said 
that four of the five main 
highways out of Saigon cut 
by Communist troops at the 
time 
of

cease-fire, 
which 
went 
into 
effect 
Sunday morning, are now 
open 
Field reports, however, 
said sporadic fighting was 
keeping Highway 1 to the 
northwest navigable only by 
armed convoy past Trang 
Bang, 25 miles outside the 
capital. 
A 
Saigon 
command 
spokesman 
accused 
the 
Communists of initiating 311 
attacks in the 24 hours 
ending at 6 a m today, down 
from 426 the first day of the 
cease-fire. And from 6 a m 
today until about 5 pm , 
there were only 28 more 
attacks, which would bring 
the daily average down still 
further to 122 
H ow ever, 
o ffic e rs 
cautioned that over the next 
week or two fighting might 
flare up again. But over the 
long range, they said the 
cease-fire may begin to take 
hold once the surge of

Epstein rips 
ex-skipper 
Williams 


ARLINGTON, Tex. (UPI) - Ted 
Williams took his leave of managing 
at the close of the 1972 season, but he 
is 
certainly 
not 
forgotten. 
Especially not by Mike Epstein. 
Epstein used to play for Williams 
at Washington before Epstein went 
to 
Oakland 
to 
enjoy 
a 
world 
championship 
and 
the 
Senators 
came to Texas to mire in last place. 
And when Epstein himself came 
to Texas Monday to sign a one-year 
contract 
with 
the 
struggling 
Rangers, 
there 
were 
a 
few 
comments 
left 
in 
him 
about 
Williams. 
“I had some second thoughts 
about leaving a championship club 
to come to a team that was in last 
place last year," said the power 
hitting first baseman 
"But a lot of players on the A s 
last year were of the opinion that if 
it had not been for poor direction on 
the field that this club could be a 
fine one,’’ said Epstein. 
Epstein was traded to Texas for a 
minor league outfielder and relief 
pitcher Horatio Pina. While with 
Washington, Epstein had been used 
by Williams generally only to face 
right handed pitchers. 
" I played regularly last year and 
hit 305 against left handers,” said 
Epstein. “ I think I have proved I can 
play all the time. Just because Ted 
Williams says someone is a one -way 
ball player doesn’t mean that is the 
voice from the heavens.” 
Epstein described his contract as 
his best ever in baseball, and said he 
was glad to be in Texas because of 
the life style of the people (he is 
from Nevada) and because of his 
fondness for Texas owner Bob Short. 
He has also hit it off well with 
Ranger manager Whitey Herzog. 
" I actually got along with Ted 
Williams in many ways, but I didn’t 
in the way that is most important to 
the player — how he is handled on 
the field 
‘‘Ted 
Williams 
was 
set 
on 
platooning me, and Whitey says he 
does not think that way.” 
Epstein had quite a lot of success 
against Texas pitching last year, 
coming up with three doubles, four 
home runs and 13 runs batted in 
against Texas in 12 games. 


"It is so much easier to hit if you 
know what they are going to throw 
at 
you," 
Epstein 
said, 
"and 
Williams felt you should pitch a 
player one set way. I guess if he had 
done a job he would still be here.” 


Epstein has the reputation of 
being a free thinker, and it was 
suggested 
the 
conservative

mosphere of the area might be hard 
for him to get used to. 


"They don’t pay us to swing off 
the field," Epstein said. "They pay 
us to swing on the field Listen, I ’m 
afraid to wear some of the clothes I 
wear when I go to New York (he 
wore Western garb Monday with a 
string tie).

reservation. 
The A.B.C. 
is havng its yearly inspection and will be 
running on February 3, reservations at French's Tackle 
Store in Avila 
We have just had a word that Ken Jacobsen's “ Islander" 
will be hauled off the beach this week, and will be available 
for the salmon season. In fact, it should be ready for bottom 
fishing early in February. Reservations for opening day are 
now being taken and are going fast. 
The report has just come in that there are two schools of 
salmon already in the area. 
No reports on any steelhead seen off Oceano Beach in the 
Arroyo Creek area, but there is an unconfirmed report that 
one was taken off Pismo pier. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Local lakes are fast filling up. and fishing starting to pick 
up after the storm. Lopez Lake has come up about three 
feet, and trout fishing has been on the spotty side. However, 
some nice trout have been taken both trolling and still 
fishing from the bank, no report of any further stocking as 
yet. 
Margarita Lake up about 16 feet, water muddy, but some 
cat fish are hitting. Chief ranger Gurlee Murphree is very 
happy over conditions, and looks for a good fishing 
summer 
Atascadero Lake is being planted, but is muddy and not 
much action. But fishing pressure here will be extremely 
heavy later on under normal conditions. 
With Laguna Lake out of action for the present, it is 
hoped that the fish destined for that water may be put to 
good use in Oceano Lagoon. There is always good, clear 
water in this lagoon, and should be a good fishery if 
properly managed. Pressure here is terrific in the summer 
months, but a heavy planting will enhance the water as a 
recreational area. 
Both Casitas and Cachuma Lakes are rising still muddy, 
but catfishing has been surprisingly good. At Cachuma a 
few nice trout have been caught, and with weekly plants, 
fishing should eventually be very good. 
The project to transfer corvma from the Salton Sea, in 
which might be a dying fishery, is the subject of 
disapproval of the local merchants and also the Ocean 
Fishery Protective Association. At the moment, fish have 
been netted and are being tested for any sorts of disease, 
before planting them in the ocean If the pathological 
examinations are a success, the DFG will go ahead with the 
project. 
The Re-establishment of a 400 acre saltwater marsh, an 
action unprecedented anywhere in the world on such a large 
scale is in the making. Fish and Game Commissioners have 
accepted a 66 year lease on 557 acres of land and water in 
Bolsa Chica Bay, Orange County. The exchange which will 
be considered by the Lands Commission, will culminate the 
work of 14 months of negotiations between Signal 
Properties and the State. 
The DFT plans a two-phase development of the area. 
Phase I: construct levees and flood the area, drained many 
years ago. Phase I I : Construct an opening to the sea for full 
tidal action flow into the area and develop a small-craft 
harbor. 
Re-opening of the bay to the ocean would complete re­ 
establishment of the saltwater marsh that was destroyed 
by the installation of flood gates at the turn of the century. 
“ We know of no place in the world where a saltwater marsh 
has been recreated on this magnitude" said the Chief of the 
DGG’s planning branch. 
Projections call for the vastly increased use of the 
preserve by marine life and water-associated birds. Looks 
like the DFG is really getting down to the bare facts and 
taking up really worthwhile practical projects, rather than 
long range plans of mythical research! 
Other projects backed by the DFG: The construction of 
access facilities to fish the State Water Project’s main 
aqueduct. This is regarded as an extra bonus to fishermen, 
as the angling opportunities are far exceeding the original 
estimates. Funds for the sites have been provided by the 
Wildlife Conservation Board and State Recreational Bond 
funds. To date six access locations have been completed, 
and five others will be ready for public use soon. Fish being 
taken in the aqueduct are Striped Bass, shad catfish, and 
other warm water species. 
Closest to this area are in Kings County, one at 
Kettelman City and the other near the Avenal Cutoff Road

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How to make a feature movie * 


So vou want, to make a feature movie like “ Easy 
Rider” because film is the now media of creative 
expression. You have a lot to say. 
There was a time when every young man wanted to 
write a book, but today they all want to make movies. 
Well, Okay. Here is what you’ll need for starters if you 
are not a senator’s son: 
—friends, relatives, and yourself to invest $25,000 
—actors and crew willing to defer their salaries 
(which totals another $25,000) 
—a crew willing and able to take 30 days leave from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, simultaneously. 
—a mother capable of sewing a few 14th century 
costumes together. 
You would be extremely lucky if you could begin a 
movie with the above resources in addition to needed 
film-making knowledge and experience. Paul Kyriazi, 
who just completed his first black and white 35 mm 
Techniscope full length movie is that lucky. 
Titled “ The Tournament", the film is produced by 
Kyriazi and Ed Diokno and premieres 11:30 a.m. Feb. 3 
at the Gemini Cinema I and II with proceeds to be 
donated to Club Arcturus’ Barbara Hill Memorial Fund 
for scholarships. 
Last week, Kyriazi told that anyone who wanted to 
make an independent movie today should expect to spend 
large capital. 
“ Most cheap movies like a cheap motorcycle movie 
cost $200,000 or $300,000. $200,000 that’s a cheapo,” noted 
the 25-year-old airman stationed at Vandenberg. 
He added that nine out of 10 independent movie 
ventures fail to be completed because of high production 
costs. 
But even if you finished your movie, there is no 
guarantee that one of the 10 m ajor movie distributors 
like MGM or Columbia or the 90 minor distributors will 
buy 
the 
distribution 
rights. 
“ Easy 
Rider” , 
an 
independent movie which finally made millions of bucks, 
couldn’t easily be sold (because of its drug theme, 
according to Kyriazi)’ 
“Our film costs $50,000. Really $25,000. Our budget was 
so low that there are many ways to make our money 
back,” said Kyriazi said. 
Diokno and he could produce a super-low budget movie 
because of several reasons: They wrote the script. 
Kyriazi directed “The Tournament” and played a bit 
role. Diokno played a major role and acted as art 
director. 
The movie’s 10 men and two women cast and eight 
men crew were friends of theirs (except the leading lady 
they got from an agency) and thev all agreed to defer 
their salaries that totalled $25,000 until (and if) profits 
started rolling in. Plus, cast and crew even invested 
money in the film. 


leave from Vandenberg last August. Crew jobs included 
director of photography (Don Rust), sound effects editor 
(Karry Carruth), post-production supervisor (and bit 
player, 
John 
Wastaferro),

Kyriazi’s wife Jerrie, an English teacher at Lompoc 
Senior High School, went along, as she had an acting 
part.

“The only filming problem was finding 50 extras for 
big fight scenes,” Kyriazi informed. Friends and friends 
of friends, volunteered as extras.

plans, 
an 
Arriflex 
Techniscope camera was rented, 35 negative film 
purchased, customes prepared, and permission obtained 
from park officials. Post-production plans like film 
editing and recording and adding sound effects and 
music were completed last month. 
Then, said Kyriazi, the 11 sound tracks (voice, music, 
sound effects) were mixed by Ryders Sound Service in 
Hollywood. 
The sound mix and film were finally combined by 
Technicolor Lab in Hollywood and a release print was 
made, ready to be shown at your local movie theater or 
drive-in. Production cost: $25,000 


Kyriazi, who has eight months left to serve in the Air 
Force as a motion picture cameramen, started making 8 
mm movies with Diokno in Pittsburgh, California where 
they attended high school together. Kyriazi went on to 
earn a degree in film making at San Francisco State. 
Diokno majored in architecture at UC, Berkeley. “The 
Tournament” represents the first film by their company 
Drawn Swords Production. 
Kyriazi said lightly (maybe more for his own sake than 
mine) that their future in films “depends on how it goes 
next week.” 
That’s when Diokno and he take the $50,000 art work to 
distributors in Hollywood, hoping one will buy the 
distribution rights. 
“It could go either wav People todav are into the 
martial arts. A Movie “ Red Sun” was just out and 
“ Kung F u ” is now a TV series. With interest like this, 
our movie has a good chance it will pick up,” he feels. 
“ If it doesn’t sell, we hope one distributor will finance 
another film. ‘The Tournament’ will hopefully show our 
film making talents.” 


He indicated that there are other markets for “The 
Tournament' 
such as TV, overseas like Japan and 
China, and movie festivals. 
Kyriazi’s advice to young 8 and 16 mm film makers 
who want to make 35 mm feature movies: “See all the 
movies you can.” — S T.

What are these people doing? This 
is the middle of Santa Barbara

are running a farm. 
A sign nailed to a post reads: “ El

N ext 
lin e :

polyculture farm. 
Next line: “ by 
Community Ecology Center.” Next 
line: “Santa Barbara Museum of 
Art.” What is this? 


Looking for the sidewalk and into 
a large lot where the old El Mirasol 
Hotel once stood I see huge palm 
trees and many fruit trees. There is 
a pen with chickens inside. A shed. 
What’s in that shed? In back of it, 
three black windows are propped on 
the ground. Some man welds oil 
drums together. What is he up to? 
There are a 
couple of mounds 
covered by large black sheets of 
plastic. What’s under them? There 
is a big dome structure. A garden. 
What 
are 
they 
really 
growing? 
There is a hole in the ground. 
Young men and women work with 
their arm s hanging over high wood 
bins. What are they doing9 They all 
have long hair. Huh. 
Most of the lot is surrounded by 
hedges. 
What 
are 
these 
people 
hiding? 
1 may be old like the old El 
Mirasol Hotel, but I walk over to 
them saying: What are you people 
doing? Who said you could do this? 
A man with a wool cap pulled over 
this head says: the El Mirasol Farm 
is a project of the Community 
Environmental Council, a non-profit 
education center. It was once called 
the Community Ecology Center. The 
Santa Barbara Museum of Art owns 
the property and agreed to let CEC 
use it as a “ polyculture farm and 
education center” 
until the new 
museum is built here. 
What are these bins and what are 
they doing9 
Warren Pierce, the 
man, says: they are compost bins 
and we are making fertilizer. 
Why? Pierce says: to fertilize our 
organic crops. The lot is about four 
and a half acres large. Two and a 
half acres of cement foundation and 
bermuda 
grass. 
Two 
acres are 
under cultivation. 
What are those mounds covered 
with plastic? Manure, he says. 
Why 
is that man welding oil 
drums together9 Pierce says: his 
name is John Fry and he is making a 
large methane digester for us. He 
once operated a farm in South 
Africa completely on methane gas. 


We already built a small methane 
digester 
in 
the 
tool 
shed. 
We 
ferm ent 
m anure 
and 
w ater, 
producing methane gas and sludge. 
The methane gas is used to cook 
with; the sludge is a very potent 
fertilizer, which we use on crops. 
What are these black windows 
for? Pierce says: they are part of 
our solar water heater and absorb 
heat from the sun. We are also 
making a solar oven. And we are in 
the planning stages of another solar 
device that will produce electricity 
via a steam turbine, so we won’t 
have to depend on the city for 
electricity. 


Why do you have chickens? he 
says: Chickens produce manure for 
fertilizer and eggs for protein. 
Pierce explained more: the trees 
are our orchard. The large, screen 
covered dome is used as a lath house 
to 
germ inate 
and 
transplant 
seedlings. The hole in the ground 
will some day be a tropical fish 
pond, heated by methane gas. We 
will 
eat 
the 
fish. 
We eat 
the 
vegetables we grow here. We want 
to be self-sufficient and show that 
everyone can be self-sufficient. This 
is why we create our own energy 
sources from the sun and manure. 
Methane gas can operate motor 
vehicles. We are experimenting in 
organic 
farming 
and 
biological 
control. 
He 
adds: 
the 
El 
Mirasol 
is 
supported by a grant CEC has from 
the 
D ep artm en t 
of 
H ealth. 
Education and Welfare. The paid El 
Mirasol staff of five conducts tours 
of the farm in return for donations 
to the farm ’s support. Also, the staff 
gives 
adult 
and 
elem en tary 
education 
classes 
on 
organic 
farming 
Why do you want to do these 
things? What is wrong with the way 
things are now? 
Pierce, the education director of 
the El Mirasol project and former 
biology 
teacher 
at 
El 
Camino 
College, 
says: 
pollution 
and 
an 
imminent energy crisis, to begin 
with. 
The man says: We are trying to 
develop an alternative life style to 
the present system of economics 
and 
methods 
of 
farming 
and 
generating 
power. 
They 
are 
ineffectual and polluting . . . We 
want to create an environment with 
no waste. 
Pierce introduces Richard Merrill 
of the New Alchemy Institute who 


works with CEC permission two 
days a week at El Mirasol on 
vegetable experiments. Merrill is 
writing 
a 
book called 
“ Radical 
Agriculture” . He has an MA degree 
in 
biology 
and 
five years pre- 
doctorate work in ecology. 
What is the NAI? Merrill, a tall, 
capable looking man, also with a 
wool cap pulled over his head, says: 
a group of maverick scientists who 
dropped out of traditional research 
to focus attention on the problems of 
rural America. 
He sees large scale farming and 
landownership, subsidized by the 
federal government, as an indirect 
threat to democracy. “ Democracy 
is based on broad land ownership ” 
When land is owned by a few there 
can be no free enterprise. 
Merrill says small farmers and 
people who want to small farm also 
can not compete in an ecomonic 
system 
that 
best 
suits farming 
operations of large scale 
For 
these 
reasons, 
and 
what 
Pierce said, “ We are trying to 
exploit natural processes for small 
farm ers.” We are experimenting in 
new, 
efficient 
ways 
in 
small 
farming techniques such as organic 
farming, 
biological 
control, 
and 
aqua-culture, and alternate sources 
of 
energy 
like 
wind, 
sun, 
and 
methane gas — 
So small farm ers can create their 
own energy which is not based on 
fossil fuels that pollute and will one 
day soon expire (Then what 
is 
everybody going to do?) So they can 
farm many small crops effectively 
(hence, polyculture). So we can be 
self-sufficient. 
He noted that most agricultural 
experiments conducted today are 
done with large farming in mind 
CEC 
and 
NAI 
experiments 
in 
effective small farming methods, 
methods that preclude chemical run 
offs. 
He says: small farming has been 
important in times of economical 
crises like during the depression 
when people left the cities and 
returned to the land to live. He 
called small farming a safety valve. 
But today, with economics built 
around large farming, more and 
more small farming becomes not 
economically “ feasible.” He says: 
we want to change these conditions. 
But I think I am old like the old 
Mirasol Hotel and do not have to 
worry about such conditions. 1 walk 
away. I look back, but they continue 
working. — S T .

Lest we forget. 


Lest we forget, it was exactly four 
years ago that a storm labeled the 
worst in Lompoc Valley history laid 
waste to farm lands, ripped out 
bridges and threatened even worse. 
There was a weekend storm of 
about eight inches of rain, and 
another of the same intensity the 
following weekend. Lompoc’s sewer 
plant was partially knocked out, the 
entire west valley was flooded, cars 
were tossed on top of each other at 
the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
in 
the 
extreme 
southwest section of the valley; and 
the entire populace, public and 
private was mobilized to meet the 
emergency. 
Waters of the Santa Ynez River 
rushing westerly toward the Pacific 
Ocean from the mountain areas east 
of Gilbralter and Juncal Dams, 
filled Cachuma Reservoir, crested 
and 
sent 
a 
wave 
of 
water 
downstream through the Santa Ynez 
Valley, out across the plain in 
Buellton and finally across the last 
rim of mountains and down into the 
Lompoc Plains. It was an awesome 
experience. 
At the height of 
the 
storm 
and 
shortly before the 
peak flooding in the 
w e s t 
L o m p o c 
V a l l e y , 
t h i s 
r e p o r t e r 
w a s 
heading west after 
leaving 
the city’s 
sewer plant, when 
the 
water 
began 
rolling over Central 
Avenue. 
I should have turned south on Bailey 
Road, the first escape route after 
leaving the sewer plant, but decided 
to go a long block westerly. The 
decision almost cost me heavily. 
Water caught my car about a 
hundred yards before I reached the 
next intersection and safety. They 
say a miss is as good as a mile, but 
that’s no consolation because I 
recall a feeling akin to fear as I 
fought to keep from being carried 
into a ditch and across the fields. 
Since 
that 
time 
the City 
of 
Lompoc updated its civil defense 
and disaster preparedness plan, a 
dike has been built in the area of the 
Cantlay Cut to prevent future floods 
from coming into the sewer plant; a 
new 
warning 
system 
has 
been 
devised to alert downstream areas 
of the flood dangers; new and 
stronger bridges have been built. 
Lompoc still has no storm drain 
system and Miguelito Channel that 
protects west valley agriculture, 
still 
is 
not enlarged, 
but 
both 
projects 
are 
reportedly 
in 
the 
works. 


It has to be one of the most 
poignant situations anywhere in the 
world of government and how it 
serves people. When directors of 
Lompoc Hospital District set an 
election to let the people decide 
whether to build a convalescent 
hospital it didn’t occur to them that 
a resounding vote of support at the 
ballot box could be or overturned by

Now the directors are 
trying to salvage what they can out

Assemblyman W. Don McGillivray 
has agreed to sponsor or co-sponsor 
legislation that could overturn state 
restrictions on 
the convalescent 
hospital which has been planned for 
Walnut Avenue and Third Street. 
At the very best, however, the 


crisis will setback construction for 
months.
